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AS  an  indirect  result  of  the  great  International  Exposition 
at  San  Francisco,  the  City  Art  Museum  is  enabled 
for  the  third  time  during  the  present  year  to  exhibit  a large 
European  national  art  collection.  During  February  a collec- 
tion of  French  and  Belgian  art  was  shown,  and  in  November 
an  exhibition  of  modern  Swedish  art.  Following  close  upon 
the  latter  display  comes  the  present  exhibition  of  contem- 
porary Dutch  art.  The  preceding  shows  were  highly  char- 
acteristic of  the  art  activities  of  their  respective  countries 
and  gave  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  development  and 
constitution  of  a typical  national  art  spirit.  There  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  exhibition  now  on  view  is  less 
representative  of  the  national  art  spirit  of  the  Netherlands 
or  less  valuable  as  an  indication  of  what  really  constitutes  a 
national  art  consciousness. 

The  exhibition  affords  abundant  evidence  that  art  in  the 
Netherlands  is  undergoing  important  and  wide-spread 
changes,  that  new  movements  and  new  tendencies,  which 
under  various  circumstances  and  in  various  countries  have 
been  called  “impressionistic,”  “post-impressionistic,”  “mod- 
ern” or  what  not,  seem  at  the  point  of  overthrowing  the 
traditions  of  Dutch  art,  just  as  they  seem  to  be  coming  into 
prominence  or  gaining  the  ascendancy  in  almost  every  country 
which  possesses  an  artistic  life  and  vitality  worthy  of  mention. 
It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  such  movements  should  so  rapidly 
gain  the  ascendancy  in  the  Netherlands,  where  artistic  tradi- 
tions are  so  deeply  rooted  and  the  memory  of  men  like 
Bosboom,  Israels,  Maris  and  Neuhuys  is  still  a living  influ- 
ence, as  in  such  countries  as  Sweden,  the  national  art  of  which 
is  scarcely  a century  old. 

Much  of  the  work  in  the  exhibition  is  “modern”  in  the  gen- 
erally accepted  sense  of  that  over-worked  term — “modern,” 
in  its  increased  luminosity  and  brilliance  of  color,  its  technical 


treatment  and  its  choice  of  subject,  notably  in  its  depiction 
of  industrial  scenes.  On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the  pictures, 
without  being  imitative,  are  strongly  reminiscent  of  Bosboom, 
Israels  and  other  members  of  the  Hague  School.  In  this 
connection,  the  canvases  in  the  Museum’s  permanent  collec- 
tion by  Neuhuys,  Bosboom,  Mesdag,  Artz  and  others,  as 
well  as  the  four  retrospective  canvases  by  Mauve  in  the  exhi- 
bition, should  prove  of  value  in  estimating  the  influence  of 
preceding  workers  and  the  manner  in  which  they  inspired 
present-day  Dutch  art,  without  weakening  in  any  way  its 
vitality  or  originality.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  the 
characteristic  Dutch  art  of  the  future  will  be  produced  by 
those  artists  who  are  able  to  combine  in  their  work  the  tradi- 
tional influence  of  the  older  Dutch  painters  with  the  best 
tendencies  of  modern  development. 

Among  the  artists  who  still  keep  alive  the  traditions  of 
the  Hague  School  are  J.  S.  H.  Kever,  Martinus  Kramer, 
Card  L.  Dake,  Anna  E.  Kerling  and  the  venerable  Hendrikus 
van  Ingen.  Hobbe  Smith,  whose  work  is  strongly  reminis- 
cent of  both  Blommers  and  Israels,  also  continues  to  work 
in  the  manner  of  certain  members  of  the  Hague  School. 
Cornelis  van  Waning  is  even  more  closely  connected  with 
this  school,  having  been  a pupil  of  Bosboom,  and  in  a number 
of  picturesque  landscapes,  he  maintains  its  traditions  well. 

But  the  newer  and  more  colorful  painters,  discarding  the 
gray  and  subdued  palette  of  the  Hague  School,  impart  to  the 
exhibition  its  dominant  tone  of  light  and  color.  They  have 
discovered  that  Holland  is  not  always  enveloped  in  the  gray 
and  obscuring  atmosphere  which  the  older  painters  loved  to 
depict,  but  that  her  landscape  is  frequently  bright  and  spark- 
ling with  light  and  color.  This  tendency  toward  a brighter 
and  more  colorful  art  is  evinced  in  the  canvases  by  Eugene 
Liicker,  Tjerk  Bottema,  Joan  Collette,  Louis  van  Soest,  C. 
Vreedenburgh  and  others.
